dated April 23, 1949, well after the end of World War II. The corner card, Maduro & Curiel’s Bank N.V. 
Curacao was partially obscured by the censor’s tape on Jim’s cover. The perfin "MB" sort of fits with the banks 
name. Perhaps Curiel was a new partner that merged with Maduro. 
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
